The French have found th at a well yielding 
a thousand quarts of w ater a m luute assures the irri­ 
gation of five thousand date palms. They are tapping un­ 
derground sources In the Sahara.

drilled In 19 05, only one failed to bring w ater, more than 
one-third are yielding from 1,000 to 8 ,500 quarts a min­ 
ute, tho others are yielding substantial quantities, and 
they are creating new and fruitful oases in the desert.

Many of the corporations have acted as If those with 
whom they dealt had no rights which they were bound 
to respect 
Events are m aking It clear to them th a t they 
are part of tho complex social organization, and amenable 
to the laws th at demand fair play. 
This is a wholesome change. It is needless to speculate 
how much of It is due to the decisions of the courts that

W hen It Is seen th at billions are now 
accommodated by the trolley, Its utility in the daily busi­ 
ness of the masses can be realized.

the railroad situation are modifying and fam iliarizing it

ful catastrophe. More to him than any­ 
one else was given the credit, even by 
his enemies, of infusing Into the people 
of the prostrated city the determ ination 
to build out of the ruins a finer and 
greater San Francisco than the one de­ 
stroyed. 
In that period of stress Schmitz dis­ 
played qualities of 
mind and heart 
which converted enemies into friends. 
For a time it looked as if Schmitz had 
reform ed genuinely and for all time. 
He seemingly cut loose from the vi­ 
cious ring of associates which had made 
the old San Francisco a stench In the 
nostrils of the respectable residents. 
In that period of hope the best metí 
of Sun Francisco, who had long avoid­ 
ed Schmitz, became his associates nnd 
advisers. 
lie w as even tendered a ban­ 
quet as a m ark of the new esteem in 
which he was held. 
But the reform of Schmitz proved 
transitory- 
Out of the ruins of the 
city 
emerged the “M unicipal Crib.” 
Before the earthquake the “Municipal 
Crib” was one of the ulcers of the 
vice-infested city. 
It was the most no­ 
torious den and the most profitable of 
Its kind in the town. 
It yielded a rev­ 
enue estim ated at $8 00 a day. 
It was 
practically a corporation the stockhold­ 
ers being the men who controlled the 
government of San Francisco. 
Schmitz 
was said to be a considerable stock­ 
holder, being represented in the w retch­ 
ed undertaking by his brother. 
It was the reappearance of the “Mu­ 
nicipal Crib” and the general suspicion 
that Schmitz was one of the chief ben­ 
eficiaries of the vile institution that 
caused his new friends to run from him 
with horror and institute a campaign 
to purge the city of Its Mayor and all 
bis associates in the wid orgy of m ar­ 
keting vice and crime. 
Schmitz was not w orth a dollar when 


he entered local politics in 1901 and 
w’on out as Mayor. 
To-day he is rated 
as a m illionaire. 
So also Is his right 
bower, Abe Ituef. 
The money-making 
activities of the two men are said to 
have included more form s of graft than 
ever before disgraced an American city. 
It was not until the expiration of 
his first term and he had been re-elect­ 
ed th at the public began to suspect that 
Schmitz w as a beneficiary of the huge 
grafting machines which spread over 
the city nnd controlled every depart­ 
ment 
of 
the municipal 
governm ent 
There were investigations from time to 
time, but the investigators, like those 
being investigated, were members of 
the Sclmiitz club and no dam aging find­ 
ings ever resulted. 
The license to practice every variety 
of crime and vice was practically auc-

mined effort was made to beat Schmitz 
In the election of November, 19 06, biit 
the power of the Schmitz machine, di­ 
rected by Abe Ueuf. won the day, and 
then the riot of license and graft broke 
out w ith renewed frenzy.

tion of the city w as rotten to the core 
when the earthquake and fire came on 
April 18 , 19 06, and all but wipod San 
Francisco out of existence.

Mr. Hill does not hesitate to say that 
“lawyers are coming to be looked u p­ 
on by fair and broad-minded men as 
defeaters of the law and mockers of its 
m ajesty.” 
He attribu tes this to the 
fact that the typical modem lawyer is 
addicted to qu ibbling, 
trickery 
ahd 
technicality, and cares nothing abou t 
Ju stice, the m erits of the case, or tbs 
real issu es. 
He thinks it altog eth er! 
proper to confu se the cou rt and 
get 
“reversible error” into the record by 
hook or crook. He prepares snares and 
pitfalls for the Ju dge, 
and 
rejoices 
when the efforts are su ccessfu l. 
He 
stretches statu tes and solemnly argu e9 
for Interpretations that he knows tc 
be preposterou s, 
He 
defeats 
honest 
claims, regardless of all moral consid­ 
erations, so long as some loophole for 
the rascally client can be discovered. 
He deceives legislators into 
pu tting 
jokers into bills and then goes 
into 
cou rt to Invalidate the acts fashioned 
by him self with an air of Innocence and 
good faith. 
He 
takes 
advantage 
of 
the failu re of a plaintiff to observe 
the most technical and obscu re ru les of 
practice. 
He will “get off” criminal* 
and tu rn them loose In the commu nity 
on the most trivial and transparent 
pretexts. 
And so on, to the end of the 
indictment. Mr. H ill gives a nu mber of 
striking illu strations, especially from 
crim inal practice, 
to 
illu strate 
his 
charges. 
For example, a bu rglar who 
had robbed a railw ay sratlon and killed 
a constable was once saved from con­ 
viction on a charge of m u rder La the 
first degree by the point th at the sta t­ 
u te In regard to bu rglary was so word­ 
ed as not to cover railw ay stations, and 
th a t the constable had been gu ilty of 
trying to make an illegal arrest in In­ 
terfering with the bu rglar. 
Only lawyers can so well expose le­ 
gal chicane and artfu l dodging, and it 
is to be hope-1 th at Mr. H ill’s example 
will to widely followed by other con­ 
scientiou s members of the profession. 
As he says, law yers shou ld see them ­ 
selves ag others see them.

FOREIGN VESSEL AT CINCINNATI. 


Clara Kamo* Stopped 
Thor« 
and 
I on n F« lt Like H« al S« i« port. 
For the first tim e in the history of 
the city a steam er flying the flag of a 
foreign cou ntry tied to the bank in 
the port of C incinnati last Satu rday, 
says the Cincinnati 
Commercial-Trl- 
bu ne. 
She was bou nd for the G u lf 
of Mexico and thence across its w aters 
to tho Inland w aterw ays of the R e­ 
pu blic of Mexico. 
Bu ilt at Pittsbu rg, 
u niqu e In appearance, a three-decker, 
gracefu l In ou tline and flying light, 
the C lara Ramos dipped her flag In 
salu te to the array of steam ers at the 
w harf and was salu ted in tu rn. 
It was nn Interesting Incident In the 
history of the port of Cincinnati and 
Is a su ggest or of great possibilities. 
W hile the Cla ra Ram os gave the Cin- 
clm iatlans the first sight of a foreign 
flag In port, Cincinnati in the olden 
tim e bu ilt ships which lAive 
sailed 
down the Ohio and M ississippi and 
crossed the ocean to Liverpool and to 
other ports. 
They engaged and con­ 
tinu ed In the ocean-carrying trade long 
before the days of steam lu ocean navi­ 
gation and when Jack T ar was not 
only a pictu resqu e bu t a necessary a t­ 
tachm ent to trad e and commerce be­ 
tween the U nited States and foreign 
cou ntries. 
In C ist’s “ H istory of Cin­ 
cinnati” the following interesting state­ 
m ent is given from the Liverpool Times 
of Jan. 30, 18 45: 
“W e have received a file of Cincin­ 
nati papers brou ght by the first ves­ 
sel that ever cleared a t th at port fot 
Eu rope. 
The bu ilding of a vessel of 
8 50 tons—the M u skingu m—on a river 
1,7 00 miles from the sea Is, In Itself, 
a very rem arkable circu m stance, boft* 
as a proof of the magnificence of the 
Am erican rivers and the spirit of the 
Am erican people. 
The navigating of 
su ch a vessel down the Ohio and Mis­ 
sissippi and then across the A tlantic 
wou ld 
a 
few years ago have been 
thou ght impossible. 
She brings a cargo 
of provisions u u d wo tru st th a t the 
su ccess of the first ventu re will be 
su ch as to encou rage Its frequ ent repe­ 
tition.”

Mex icans enjoy the 
well 
earned 
reputation of being one of the most 
superstitious races in the world. Su­ 
perstition ex ists wherever there is a 
human being, but Mexico seems to 
be the place where all human super­ 
stitions are centred. 
To such an ex ­ 
tent is this true that superstition has 
become almost a kind of religion, 
governing every act of the people. 
Take the average Mex ican of the 
poorer 
classes, 
say s 
the 
Mex ican 
Herald, and y ou may hear from his 
lips hair raising stories of ghosts ami 
fairies and devils. 
He will tell y ou 
of the rare qualities of many animals, 
plants and stones, of the things y ou 
can do and those y ou cannot do on 
certain day s of the week or the month 
and, finally , he will invite y ou to 
make the sign of the cross to drive 
away the devils and the ghosts that 
may have been attracted by the con­ 
versation y ou have had. 
From their earliest childhood the 
peons are taught to make the sign 
of the 'cross before going to sleep 
at night and before touching the floor 
with their toes in the morning. 
Maid­ 
ens, until they become brides, are 
urged by their mothers to put their 
shoes point a ainst point under their 
bed at night to bring happy dreams, 
and will even enable them to c nverso 
with the Virgin during their sleep. 
When dressing the right shoe (nev­ 
er the left) is put on first. 
The 
buttons of the suit are buttoned up­ 
wards, that is, starting with the low­ 
est and ending at the top. 
This is 
to - onifv that we are very low here 
in this earthly planet, but that during 
the day we will try to go upward. 
Furthermore, this practice, if faith­ 
fully and constantly observed, will 
lead us very high, to Heaven when 
we die. , The contrary will take us 
down to Inferno. 
After one is ready to go out of his 
room, one must alway s move the right 
foot first. 
If it happens that y ou 
find at the door of y our house a 
bunch of hair or hemp, it is a proof 
that a witch is after y ou with some 
ill purpose, and y ou must at once 
bring some salt and throw four hand­ 
fuls as far as y ou can, one to the 
east, another to the west, the third 
to the north and the last one to the 
south. Then y ou have nothing to fear 
from witches in the course of the 
day .

If, on tike contrary , y ou meet a 
hump-back, it would be good for y ou 
to shake hands with him, pat his hump 
and give him some money , if he is 
a beggar; that will bring y ou good 
luck. 
Humpbacks are ex ceptionally , 
good omens for those who buy lot- 
terv tickets. 
If y ou buy one, do not 
see its number until y ou have rubbed

hump; 
then 
y ou are sure to win a prize. 
Numbers 7 , 15 and 27 are lucky ; 
3, 7 3 and 41 are unlucky . 
No. 13 
especially is one that never fails to 
bring trouble, so never live in a house 
■or room numbered 13, be very careful 
when y ou ascend a staircase with 13 
St >ps, never ride on car No. 13 and 
under no circumstances eat, drink or 
wear any thing that has cost y ou 13 
cents or dollars, or that y ou have 
bought on the 13th of the month. 
Tuesday and Friday are very bad 
omen day s, and there is a common j 
say ing that mean “do not marry or 
start on any business on 1 uesdaj or 
Friday .” 
Black cats, spiders and owls are 
very bad omen creatures. Never keep j 
a black cat at home, be sure to kill ■ 
all spiders y ou see crawling about 
y our bed and alway s close tight y our 
ears when y ou hear an owlet hoot.

pens.” 
Butterflies are good or bad omens, 
according to their color. 
White onesj 
bring happiness; y ellow ones ad\isc 
us to maintain alive our hopes of 
love of fortune, and black ones an­ 
nounce that death is striking aiound 
us or our relatives. 
The dog is the greatest friend of 
man, no doubt about that, as he is 
endowed with the power of seeing 
j 
ghos s, devils and death. 
When y ou 
hear y our dog howling it is a proof 
that he is warning y uu against some 
evil event. 
One thing of apparently small im­ 
portance, 
but which brings fatal re­ 
sults, is the lighting of three cigars 
or cigarettes on the same match. One 
of the three persons lighting their 
cigars will die within the y ear. 
H» *re we have a very safe means 
to know whether we are going to die 
hi the course of any given y ear. 
It 
cannot be more simple. 
You get up 
very early in the morning of January 
1 and await on the field for the sun j 
to rise, y ou looking westward. 
I he ; 
minute the sun rises y ou see y our 
own shadow, enormously enlarged; if 
it has a head on y ou are sure to | 
live through the y ear, but if there is j 
no head at all then y ou had better 
draw up y our will. 


For love charms women use, among 
others, the loadstone. 
If a woman 
suspects that her husband is in love 
with another woman or that he is 
willing to desert her, let her carry a 
small loadstone sewn to her corset; 
the husband will become more loving 
than ever. 
A man proves to be a bad husband 
and his wife wants to get rid of him; 
the only way to accomplish this is 
to make him die, because divorce does 
not ex ist in Mexico.

women do not appeal to knives, re­ 
volvers or drugs, but to other means. 
The one most in vogue is to have a 
ribbon blessed by a priest, on behalf 
of the saint whose name her husband 
bears; with this ribbon the man is 
measured when asleep. 
The ribbon 
is cut and nex t morning a mass is 
ordered in honor of the man s saint 
name; when the priest is giving the 
final blessing, the ribbon is burned 
and the poor husband dies within a 
monih from an unknown disease. 
There are scores of other very 
queer superstitions. 
The above are 
common to all Mex icans, but there are 
some which belong ex clusively to cer­ 
tain groups, like masons, blacksmiths, 
bakers, barbers, bullfighters, artists, 
etc. and which are almost unknown 
out of the circle where they belong 
to. 
Bullfighters for instance, are so 
superstitious 
about 
corpses 
and 
snakes that they will not dare take 
part in a fight if they see a corpse 
or a snake when going to the ring.

Tlie names of foreigners who set­ 
tle in America frequently become so 
changed as to be unrecognizable by 
their former compatriots.

“Of all the men whose works in 
this line we handle it can be safely

Rembrandt and Durer—has 
the ink really dried.

“It has been our frequent ex peri­ 
ence to have prints fully 200 y ears 
old show signs that the ink still had 
some moisture in it, as we have learn­ 
ed to our cost in seeing them rub­ 
bed. 
“An ex pert, whether he he a pro­ 
fessional or amateur collector, can 
tell at a glance that a print has had 
another one pulled across it, for to 
his 
accustomed 
ey es 
the 
telltale 
marks of the ink having been drawn 
across a blank place on the paper are 
as clear as day light. 
“That is why we keep all of our 
prints in box es that just fit them so 
that they must be lifted out squarely 
with no chance of their being drag­ 
ged across the one below. 
It seems 
like a trifle. But it Is just such trifles 
that make or mar the sale of a really 
lino print worth thousands of dol­ 
lars.”—Cleveland Plain Dealer.

WILD MUSTARD ANT CRESS. 


P cinfrent 
P la n t« o f W o o d la n d « a n d 
l l f i d o w K lit S p r in g t im e . 
Nature’s 
vegetable 
antidote 
for 
spring fever is the mustard tribe, which 
play s an Important role in the spring 
flora and furnishes a tonic to sy stems 
wearied with the monotony of winter 
fnre. 
To this fiery family belongs the 
first spring blossom 
of 
our middle 
States—the little whitlow grass whose 
tiny white flowers speckle the brown 
turf of old fields in March. 
Better known to the average coun­ 
try rambler Is that companion of the 
hepatlca in rich woods—the 
pepper 
root, whose drooping white or rose- 
colored bells are among the loveliest of 
all our early spring flowers. This plant 
hns a tuberous, creeping root, contract­ 
ed at intervals so as somewhat to re­ 
semble a short necklace. 
The peppery quality 
of 
the root 
which is tender and delicate like 
a 
y oung radish, gives to the plant Its 
common name, and no spring picnic In 
the backwoods Is complete without Its 
salad of fresh-pulled pepper root 
One 
specie* found in mountainous districts 
has knotted root stocks a foot long and 
is sometimes called crinkle root 
Another of the wild mustard tribe 
with beautiful flowers 
is 
the blttei 
cress, of which several species are na­ 
tive to our wet meadows and brooks. 
The commonest blooms from April to 
June, its clusters of large, white four- 
petaled blossoms 
making Irresistible 
posies about cool 
springs and along 
field runnels. 
The European cuckoo flower Is 
a 
species of bitter cress, but while In­ 
digenous to some northern States ie 
rather rare. 
Its snowy flowers, like 
miniature white smocks hung out tc 
bleach—as was the annual spring cus­ 
tom among rustic maids of Shakes­ 
peare's day —are 
responsible for the 
name of “lady ’s smoek,” by which the 
plant goes in old English literature. 
The familiar pepper grass plucked 
for canaries Is n wild mustard, too, 
and Is nibbling not to be despised by 
the human lover of pungency . 
So, 
also, Is shepherd’s purse, that humble 
denizen of every waste lot and neglect­ 
ed back y ard—a plant which, according 
to Gray , enjoy s the distinction of be­ 
ing the commonest of weeds,

LOST INDIAN TRIBE FOUND. 


Discove red in < nnndn l> y S u r v e y i n g 
Pa rt y . 
James M. Cornish, bead of a survey ­ 
ing party working in the wilderness of 
the Yellowhend pass in the Canadian 
Rockies—which the Grand Trunk Pa- 
cifio Railroad Company seeks to pene­ 
trate with its transcontinental line—• 
brings to Spokane a story of the dis­ 
covery of more than 300 families of 
Indians hidden mil« *-: from civilization 
in the northern wilds, say s the New 
York World. 
They appear to be pros­ 
perous and contented, passing most of 
their time in the chase of big game 
and breeding horses. 
“Their story of settling in Yellow- 
head pass is romantic,” Mr. Cornish 
said, “reading more like a chapter re­ 
corded by Fenimore Cooper than an 
historical fact. 
The Indians claim to 
be descendants from the once power­ 
ful Iroquois nation, which wrought so 
much havoc in the eighteenth century . 
Generations ago, they say , they lived 
in Illinois, but in the Blackhawk up­ 
rising they were driven 
from 
the 
States and for safety were 
reed to 
flee to the northwest. 
“They traveled many months through 
strange lands and territories ruled by 
savage Indian tribes. 
They 
sought 
shelter with the Blood, Blackfeet, Cree 
nnd Beaver Indians, but were treated 
like outcasts and finally driven farther 
westwa rd. 
“From camp to camp they journey ed 
until they struck the Nez Perce coun­ 
try in Northern Idaho, going then to 
Spokane and Yakima settlements, but 
they were not allowed to remain. From 
the Yakima valley they went into tho 
Colville district, where half their num­ 
ber were killed in combat with the 
Colvilles and Coeur d’Alenes. 
“Finally , one 
of their chiefs told 
me, they settled in the Rocky Moun­ 
tains at the mouth of Yellowhead pass 
and as no one appeared to molest them 
they remained. 
For a time they trad­ 
ed with the Hudson Bay people, but 
for more than 100 y ears they have not 
been in communication with either fac­ 
tors or traders, whether this Is be­ 
cause of some real or fancied wrong 
I was not able to learn, but 
I 
did 
note a peculiar turn of the lip when 
the chief talked about his forebears’ 
dealings with the company .” 
Mr. Cornish say s many of the horses 
found in the pass are high bred and 
fleet of foot. 
The men devote much 
of their time to tribal sports, such as 
games between boy s, foot racing and 
ball play ing, the last-named pastime 
being a cross between lacrosse and 
baseball, the bat being similar to that 
used by cricketers, with a net on the 
end. 
The Indians 
appeared to be 
friendly to Mr. Cornish and his party 
and entertained them at a potlatch dur­ 
ing their stay .
